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It will be observed that in this issue we 
are still using as our title, The Journal of 
Bible and Religion. This is in accordance 
with the decision made at the national meet- 
ing in New York. It seemed to be agreed 
that the present title was not entirely satis- 
factory, but that a better substitute had not 
yet been found. Furthermore, it was felt 
that if the name of the Journal were changed, 
a corresponding change of the name of the 
Association should be considered. A com- 
mittee of five members was appointed to re- 
study the purpose of the Association and the 
title of the Journal. See the report of the 
annual meeting on pages 61-64. 

This number of the Journal will be found 
to display a rather unusual degree of unity. 
The central theme is the merits of the new 
orthodoxy versus religious liberalism. More 
specifically this issue is debated in the sym- 
posium, but it will be found that Professor 
William Scott in his presidential address de- 
fends religious liberalism. In the Discus- 
sion section, a new feature of the Journal, 
Professors Edgar S. Brightman of Boston 
University, Amos N. Wilder of Andover- 
Newton Theological School, Virginia Cor- 
win of Flora Stone Mather College, West- 
ern Reserve University, and Irwin R. Beiler 
of Allegheny College comment upon the 
symposium, while Professors Craig and Ha- 
routunian reply. Further comment is in- 
vited for publication in the May issue. Even 
the Book Review section contributes to this 
general theme with three significant books 
by continental theologians reviewed by Pro- 
fessor Haroutunian and a new book by John 
Baillie reviewed by Professor Brightman.
